Book Review | 
“The - Art. of Thinking,” a late 
book: by Hrnest Dimnet, is. remark- 
ably clever and out-of-the- ‘ordinary. 
‘Although ‘M. Dimnet is a French- 
man, he writes delightful English, 
and his style is so sparkling and 
tinged with delicate humor that it 
makes.even the subject of ‘‘thought,’’ 


over which there lias been so much] 
‘\haggling and dry discussion, seem 


fresh and intriguing. ba 

‘The ‘author himself is Tioet? in- 
teresting. He is a French abbe, 
quite advanced. in .years, and” he 
has certainly” wasted none of them. 
He’ has ‘published . a number. of 
charming books, both in ‘French: and 
English, “and has attained much -recog- 
nition. in Europe. He is widely read 
and travelled, and his wide variety 
of experience gives to.-his literary }- 
work a truly cosmopolitan tone. | 

" Although M. Dimnet's book is very 
‘applicable to life, it is far | from 


being a text-book. M. Dimnet’s long |: 2. 


experience as ‘scholar, writer and 
preacher, has given. him much’ from 
which to draw his conclusions, and 
he surely has set forth a real recipe 
for becoming as wise and happy as 


one could possibly desire, 


Perhaps one of the saint pean 
able things about this book on think- 
ing is that it is written for average 
people. It touches an answering 
note in every mind, and when the 
last page is turned, new hopes and 
ambitions must surely be awake 
within the readerés mind, M. Dim- 
net has surely written a book which 
will be immeasurably helpful to 
those who are groping in the dark 
and are not able or have lost the 
desire to think creatively. 

Professor John Dewey says of this 
book—‘‘I would say to the reader,
